DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record, taken alone or in combination thereof, fails to teach: 
Claim 1: the DC/DC converter has a first port configured to be coupled across a 
plurality of cells of the string and a second port coupled to the common line, the DC/DC 
converter operative to transfer energy between the first and second ports to feed and/or 
drain a battery connected to the common line when in use in accordance with the 
control signal with in combination of the other elements of the claim. 
Claim 3: the DC/DC converter has a first port configured to be coupled across a 
plurality of cells of the string and a second port coupled to the common line, the DC/DC 
converter operative to transfer energy between the first and second ports to feed and/or 
drain a battery connected to the DC/DC converter when in use in accordance with the 
control signal in order to perform equalization of the string of serially connected 
batteries, and wherein the control module is configured to perform one or more 
additional battery monitoring or management tasks with in combination of the other 
elements of the claim. 

Claim 8: a DC/DC converter circuit having a first port configured to be coupled across 
a plurality of cells of the string and a second port coupled to the DC bus, the DC/DC 
converter operative to transfer energy between the first and second ports; a sensor 
circuit coupled to the DC bus; and a controller circuit configured to connect to a 
communications bus and operatively associated with the multiplexer/demultiplexer

circuit, the DC/DC converter and the sensor circuit with in combination of the other 
elements of the claim.
